The 
American motorist will continue to face 
a gasoline shortage and he’ll pay 
higher prices for the fuel, despite the 
end of the Arab oil embargo, President 
Nixon and his energy chief have said. 
Nixon, opening a news conference 
with the N ational Association of 
B roadcasters in Houston Tuesday 
night, said, “We still have an an­ 
ticipated shortage of perhaps 5 to 8 per 
cent in the United States.” 
Earlier, federal energy chief William 
E. 
Simon 
told 
newsmen 
here, 
“Gasoline is going to cost more and so 
is heating oil.” 
A shortage such as that mentioned by 
Nixon means Americans would have 
about the same gasoline supply as 
during the first week of March, when 
long lines at gasoline stations seemed 
to vanish suddenly. A 5 to 8 per cent 
shortage 
would 
be 
a 
great 
im­ 
provement over the 14 to 20 per cent 
shortages of February, when motorists 
waited in line for hours. 
The return of Arab oil, Nixon said, 
would not close the gap completely, 
although he said it would rule out 
rationing and mean the end of the 
Sunday ban on gasoline sales. 
” ... It will be necessary to continue 
our voluntary program of car-pooling 
and also of slower driving,” Nixon said 
of the anticipated shortage. 
Simon had explained earlier in the 
day that as the higherpriced Arab oil 
returns to the U.S. market, it will raise 
the average U.S. cost of oil, creating 
increases in fuel prices to the con­ 
sumer . 
Neither Simon nor Nixon estimated 
the extent of the price impact but 
Simon’s deputy, John C. Sawhill, has 
guessed the price of gasoline could hit 
70 to 80 cents per gallon at the pump 
this summer. 
Energy officials hope these high 
prices will at least take the sting out of 
the remaining shortage by causing 
motorists to voluntarily reduce their 
gasoline use. 
Simon and Nixon also said that 
energy problems, in general, would not 
disappear with the shipments of Arab 
oil. 
The mandatory federal petroleum 
allocation program would continue, but 
industry and agriculture would be able 
to operate “at full capacity,” Nixon 
said.

Senate divided 
on Nixon future 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A poll taken 
after conservative Sen. Jam es L. 
Buckley called for President Nixon’s 
resignation shows that 39 Senators sup­ 
port Nixon’s stand against quitting 
while 17 now favor his resignation. 
Nixon Tuesday night reaffirmed his 
determination to stay in office, despite 
the surprise declaration by Buckley, 
one of Nixon’s allies in the Senate. 
In The Associated Press poll, taken 
hours before the President vowed again 
that he will not resign, 33 senators 
declined to take a position and ll others 
could not be contacted. 
Buckley, a New York Republican 
who was elected as a Conservative 
party candidate, and who strongly 
supports Nixon’s policies, said Tuesday 
that Nixon’s resignation would be the 
only way 
“out of the 
Watergate 
swamp.” 
He said Nixon’s resignation would at 
once serve “the greater interests of the 
nation, the institution of the presidency 
and the stated goals for which he so 
successfully campaigned.” 
Buckley said that Watergate has 
created an unparalleled national crisis 
that impeachment can never resolve. 
“ If the President withdrew this crisis 
would be resolved,” Buckley said.

At the President’s news conference in 
Houston, the first question brought up 
Buckley’s statements. 
Nixon replied that, while the senator 
had suggested resignation would be an 
act of courage, “it also takes courage to 
stand and fight for what you think is 
right, and that is what I intend to do.” 
Nixon also argued against the 
senator’s claim that it would be an act 
of statesmanship, declaring, “It would 
be bad statesmanship, and it would 
mean that our system of government 
would be changed for all presidents and 
all generations in the future.” 
After Nixon’s appearance, Buckley 
said he “would have been stunned” if 
the President had heeded his call for 
resignation so soon after it was made. 
“ I did not expect that anything I said 
today would have an immediate effect 
anywhere.” 
Buckley said he had received some 
support and some opposition in private 
talks with fellow GOP conservatives. 
However, three of them, Sens. Barry 
Coldwater of Arizona, Jesse Helms of 
North Carolina and Carl T. Curtis of 
Nebraska, publicly opposed Buckley’s 
resignation call.

Impeachment panel 
split over request 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A White 
House request to let President Nixon’s 
lawyer take part in House Judiciary 
Committee impeachment proceedings 
is cracking the committee’s bipartisan 
approach. 
Republican m em bers generally 
support the request of White House 
lawyer Jam es 
D. 
St. 
Clair. 
The 
Democrats view it as an attempt to 
turn the impeachment investigation 
into a normal court proceeding. 
The split, which could have a far­ 
reaching effect on the committee’s 
final 
recom m endation, 
surfaced 
Tuesday at separate party caucuses of 
committee members. 
No final decisions were reached at 
either meeting, but party positions 
clearly appeared in the making on the 
legal point. 
St. Clair has sent two letters to John 
Doar, the committee’s special counsel 
for impeachment, asking for the right 
to cross-examine witnesses, present 
evidence and otherwise participate in 
the investigation as counsel for the 
President. 
Such actions by defense counsel are 


normal in ordinary court proceedings, 
which are conducted on an adversary 
basis. But Doar, chairman Peter W. 
Rodino 
J r., 
D-N.J., 
and 
m ost 
D em ocratic 
m em bers 
insist 
im ­ 
peachment cannot be equated with 
normal judicial practices. 
“There is no other side in this m at­ 
ter,” Doar told the committee a few 
weeks ago when asked what rights St. 
Clair would have in the proceedings as 
defense counsel. 
The committee investigation is to 
determine whether grounds exist for 
impeaching Nixon. If impeachment is 
voted by the House Nixon would be 
tried by the Senate where he would 
have right to counsel. 
Democrats emerging 
from 
their 
meeting Tuesday expressed strong 
support for Doar’s position. “This is not 
an 
adversary proceeding,” 
said 
Rodino. 
But the Republicans, on leaving their 
meeting, said there are precedents for 
perm itting 
the 
subjects 
of 
im ­ 
peachment to be represented either in 
person or by counsel at proceedings of 
impeachment panels. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Ways and Means Committee has voted. 
to impose a relatively light new tax bite 
on the petroleum industry for the 
immediate future. 
The tax-writing panel, climaxing a 
m arathon m eeting Tuesday night, 
tentatively agreed to impose a new 
windfall profits levy. But the proposal 
would raise virtually no additional 
revenue from American oilmen who 
would be exempt from the provision if 
they pump their energy crisis-gener­ 
ated profits back into the hunt for new 
energy sources. 
The committee also gave temporary 
approval to a partial phase-out of the 
petroleum in d u stry ’s 22 per cent 
depletion allowance. The allowance is 
worth about $2 billion annually to 
petroleum companies. 
This phase-out plan is expected to 
bring in about $150 million next year, 
when it would take effect. However, by 
1981, if fully effective, it could raise 
some $2.8 billion. 
Under the current allowance, 22 per 
cent of gross income from oil and 
natural gas property can be deducted 
from taxable income up to a top of 50 
per cent of taxable net income. 
The com m ittee also tentatively 
agreed to several changes in the tax 
treatm ent of dom estic petroleum 
company income earned abroad, but 
these also are expected to 
yield 
relatively little new revenue. 
The committee decided to use a 
sliding scale, based on rising oil prices, 
to phase out the depletion allowance 
over five years — but agreed that the 
allowance could not drop below 15 per 
cent for the first 3,000 barrels of oil 
daily per producer.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Men born 
Feb. 28 drew No. I in today’s draft 
lottery for the nearly two million young 
men born in 1955. 
The prime number was not picked 
out of the plastics drums holding the 
numbers until the standby lottery was 
almost completed. 
Before that the young students had 
picked Jan. 5 as the No. 2, Feb. 16 as 
No. 3, Sept. 24 as No. 4, June 27 as No. 5, 
March 13 as No. 6, March 6 as No. 7, 
March 24 as No. 8, and Oct. 22 as No. 9. 
About two-thirds of the way through 
the drawing the highest number, 365, 
was assigned to April 29. 
The lottery was being held as usual in 
case it becomes necessary to resume 
inducting Americans into the Armed 
forces. 
In rem arks prepared for the second 
annual standby lottery to assign the 
numbers, John D. Dewhurst, deputy 
director of Selective Service said the 
purpose is “insurance — plain and 
simple.” 
Dew hurst, substituting for draft 
Director Byron V. Pepitone, who un­ 
derwent heart surgery Friday, noted 
that no one had been drafted for 18 
months as the military was being 
transform ed into an all-volunteer 
force.

WASHINGTON (AP) - C . G. “ Bebe” 
Rebozo, President Nixon’s closest 
friend, was interrogated under oath by 
the Senate Watergate committee today 
about a campaign contribution from 
Howard Hughes. 
Rebozo, a banker, arrived for an 
executive session in response to a 
subpoena. 
Rebozo is a leading character in a 
story of top-level campaign finance 
that began with a $100,000 payment 
from billionaire Howard Hughes. 
The story includes allegations that 
one consideration may have been the 
favorable resolution of federal an­ 
titrust action aimed at Hughes’ Las 
Vegas gambling and hotel interests. 
Its most recent chapter was the 
dumping of $100,000 in old $100 bills on a 
committee table by a Hughes em- 
missary. 
Sources have said the committee has 
learned that the idea of a Hughes 
contribution first arose during the 1968 
presidential campaign at a luncheon 
conversation between Nixon, Rebozo 
and Richard Danner, later to become 
manager of the Hughes-owned Frontier 
Hotel in Las Vegas. 
According to Danner’s testimony, the 
money was not im m ediately for­ 
thcoming. 
A $50,000 payment is said to have 
been made in 1969 or 1970. 
A 
second 
$50,000 
installm ent 
allegedly was made in 1970. 
In addition, an independent govern­ 
ment regulatory agency is said to have 
evidence that a third $50,000 payment 
may have been made. 
The timing of the payments is con­ 
sidered crucial 
by investigators 
because some of the dates on which the 
money may have been turned over to 
Rebozo coincide with negotiations 
between Danner and then-Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell concerning the an­ 
titrust implications of Hughes’ effort to 
buy the Dunes Hotel in Las Vegas. 
Rebozo earlier told the committee 
that all of the money remained in a safe 
untouched for three years and was not 
used in the 1972 campaign for fear sub­ 
sequent controversy and turmoil inside 
the Hughes empire might embarrass 
the President. 
The money was returned by Rebozo 
to a Hughes representative in the 
summer of 1973, allegedly after Rebozo 
took Danner to the presidential retreat 
at Camp David, Md., to talk with 
Nixon. The White House has said the 
money was not mentioned at the 
meeting.

BOZEMAN, Mont. (AP) — Former 
television newscaster Chet Huntley, 
who teamed with David Brinkley for 14 
years on NBC-TV’s nightly Huntley- 
Brinkley Report, died today. 
Huntley, 62, had been suffering from 
abdominal cancer. 
His widow, Tippy Huntley, said he 
died at 2:20 a.m. 
He had been undergoing periodic 
treatment and underwent surgery in 
January. 
Huntley resigned from NBC in 1970 to 
develop Big Sky Inc. of Montana, a 
massive resort and ski complex in the 
G allatin 
Canyon 
southwest 
of 
Bozeman.

Urge change 
in Miranda 
court ruling 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Nixon 
administration is urging the Supreme 
Court to permit use of some evidence 
gathered from suspects who have not 
been fully advised of their rights. 
The issue, to be argued before the 
justices today, involves a facet of the 
court’s controversial 
1966 Miranda 
decision requiring police to inform 
suspects of their right to remain silent 
and their right to a lawyer, without cost 
if necessary. 
If the full warning is not given, no 
statements made by a suspect may be 
used at his trial. 
But if police are led to evidence by 
those statements, it should be used, the 
administration has argued in a friend- 
of-the-court brief submitted by U.S. 
Solicitor General Robert H. Bork. 
Today’s argument comes in a case 
from Michigan in which the state is 
trying to preserve the 1966 rape con­ 
viction of Thomas W. Tucker. 
When arrested, Tucker was advised 
of his rights to silence and counsel but 
not of the availability of free legal help. 
Tucker denied the rape, saying that 
he was with an acquaintance at the 
time it occurred. The acquaintance not 
only failed to support the alibi but of­ 
fered damaging testimony for the 
prosecution. 
Lower federal courts voided Tucker’s 
conviction. Police found their witness 
only through Tucker’s statement and 
therefore the testimony should be 
excluded, the courts ruled. 
Bork’s brief argued that neither the 
Constitution’s protection against self- 
incrimination nor the need to guard 
against "third degree” interrogations 
by police require such a stringent rule 
of exclusion. 
Instead, Bork urged adoption of an 
“intermediate rule” that would ban use 
of statements made by those not fully 
advised of their rights while allowing 
prosecutors to use otherwise legitimate 
evidence 
stem m ing 
from 
those 
statements. 
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M ajor changes approved in Ohio probate court laws 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)— State 
representatives turn their attention to 
campaign financing reforms today 
following their approval Tuesday of a 
major bill changing Ohio’s probate 
court laws. 
The House scheduled a 1:30 p.m. vote 
on a bill that sets limits on amounts 
candidates may spend seeking public 
office and establishes an Ohio Elections 
Commission to serve as a watchdog for 
potential campaign abuses. 
In other business, a second attempt is 
expected—in as many days— to spring 
the socalled “Saturday night special” 
gun control bill out of the House Rules 
Committee. 
The main sponsor, Rep. John A. 
Galbraith, R-69 Maumee, said his 
measure failed to get out of the com­ 
mittee for assignment to a floor vote 


Tuesday by a single vote. “There was 
one absentee, and he’s going to vote for 
it,” Galbraith said. 
The Lucas County lawmaker’s bill 
would outlaw the manufacture and sale 
of cheap handguns defined in the 
legislation as those which warp or melt 
at 800 degrees Fahrenheit. Expert 
testimony given the House Judiciary 
Committee said the definition would 
cover most easily obtainable weapons 
that sell for about $20 or $25. 
Galbraith’s bill is seen as a com­ 
promise between those who tried un­ 
successfully to get an outright ban of 
pistols placed on a statewide ballot 
along with sportsmen and others con­ 
cerned about their rights. 
Judiciary 
Chairm an 
A rthur 
Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, won 91-0 House 
approval of the probate bill which goes 


mostly to the area of inheritances by a 
spouse or close relative of a deceased 
person. 
He said the measure, which now goes 
to the Senate, increases the rights and 
benefits of surviving spouses and elimi­ 
nates certain com plicated legal 
requirem ents. 
Wilkowski 
called 
present laws “archaic.” 
Although the bill makes more than 
IOO changes in the existing statutes, 
some of its major provisions would: 
—Assure a spouse of the first $10,000 
of an estate plus a $5,000 allowance, in 
cases where no will was left. Present 
law requires the spouse to share 50-50 if 
there is one child or to collect one-third 
if there was more than one child. 
—Provide 
that 
a 
decedent’s 
autom obile could be turned over 


without being considered part of the 
estate for taxation purposes. 
—Allow a 
“mansion house,” or 
homestead, and one acre of ground to 
be turned over to a spouse with only 
one-half interest being subject to the 
estate tax. 
—Eliminate a requirement for a 
surviving spouse to post bond. 
—Permit non-residents to serve as 
administrators and executors. 
—Allow a surviving spouse to receive 
immediately any wages or income due 
the decedent up to $1,000. The present 
limit is $300, accompanied by a 30-day 
waiting period. 
—Permit waiver of appraisals if an 
asset’s value is “readily attainable.” 
In other business, the House ap­ 
proved and sent to the Senate bills 
permitting speed limits on municipal 


streets outside downtown areas to be 
lowered from 35 to 25 miles an hour, de­ 
fining the southern shore line of Lake 
Erie, and requiring the state to share 
with local governments the cost of 
primary and special elections called by 
the state in non-election years. 
Rep. Barney Quilter, D-47 Toledo, 
won 55-21 approval of the Lake Erie bill 
after explaining that the state needs to 
define “where the lake ends and the 
river begins.” He said lake waters that 
“intrude” into rivers and streams 
flowing into the lake would set a 
boundary at the furthermost point of 
their intrusion, under the bill. 
The Senate passed two bills but the 
major action of the day was in the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee, 
which recommended confirmation of

HOUSTON, Tex. (A P) - Declaring 
he has a right to self-defense, President 
Nixon has told newsmen he will be just 
as fair with them as they are with him. 
In a question-and-answer session at 
the National Association of Broad­ 
casters convention 
Tuesday night, 
Nixon sparred with reporters and 
aimed barbed comments at the media 
— and drew applause from his au­ 
dience. 
One of those he exchanged quips with 
was CBS White House correspondent 
Dan Rather, who drew a mixture of ap­ 
plause and boos when he stepped to a 
microphone to ask a question. 
“ Are you running for something?” 
Nixon asked Rather. 
“ No sir, Mr. President,” Rather 
replied. “ Are you?” 
Rather has had verbal exchanges 
with Nixon in the past. 
Earlier, Nixon used a question from 
another newsman to take a jab at the 
networks. He was asked why polls 
showed a 
majority of Americans 
believed there was a recession, when 
Nixon has declared there will be no 
recession. 
The President replied: “ Because 80 
per cent of the people listen 
to 
television and radio.” 
Nixon called the news conference “ a 
very useful medium through which the 
president can convey his views to the 
American people.” And he said he 
would be having 
“ a 
considerable 
number of meetings with the press” in 
Washington and elsewhere in 
the 
future. 
White House aides were delighted 
with the prime time nationally 
televised and broadcast session from a 
Houston opera house. 
“ It went well,” said one adviser. “ We 
thought the questions covered a wide 
range of subjects, and the responses 
were good.” 
The White House allowed the NAB to 
decide who would question Nixon and 
how. The organization settled on a 
group of radio and television news 
directors and a sprinkling of White 
House correspondents. 
The audience responded with ap­ 
plause to virtually all of Nixon’s an­ 
swers. 


Judge nixes television talk 
by inm ates in Hearst kidnap 


CHICAGO (AP) - Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson has won nomination to 
another term and Gov. Daniel Walker 
claims victory in an intraparty 
squabble with Mayor Richard J. Daley. 
Five incumbent congressmen who 
faced primary challenges in Tuesday’s 
voting won renomination. 
Stevenson, a Democrat who was 
elected in 1970 to fill the unexpired term 
of the late Republican Everett M. 
Dirksen, piled up a 4-to-l margin in de­ 
feating W. Dakin Williams, a brother of 
playwright Tennessee Williams. 
With 8,595 of 11,312 precincts counted, 
Stevenson had 658,302 votes to 143,760 
for Williams. 
George Burditt, a lawyer and 
businessman, captured the Republican 
nomination easily and will challenge 
Stevenson in November. 
Burditt defeated Lar Daly, a Chicago 
furniture upholsterer and perennial 
candidate who has been unsuccessful in 
42 tries for public office, ranging from 
the presidency down. 
With 8,579 precincts counted, Burditt 
had 271,848 votes to 52,767 for Daly. 
Only a third of the state’s more than 
five million registered voters turned 
out Tuesday — about normal for an off- 
year primary. 
There was no solid evidence that 
Watergate or political corruption at the 
local level caused voter apathy, but the 
Democrats appeared to take more 
interest than Republicans. 
There were several state legislative 
races billed as skirmishes in the 
reported battle between Walker and 
Daley for control of the Democratic 
party in the state legislature. 
Walker told newsmen, “ I count it as a 
victory. A majority of the people I 
endorsed won.” 
Many Daley candidates also won, but 
the mayor delivered his usual election 
night unity message. 
“ We didn’t teach anyone a lesson. 
The primary is the time to differ. Now 
we are all Democrats.” 


M ARTINEZ, Calif. (AP) — Randolph 
A. Hearst says he’s disappointed that 
two accused murderers have been 
denied permission to read for television 
a statement they claim could help free 
his kidnaped daughter. 
Contra Costa County Superior Court 
Judge Sam Hall ruled Tuesday that a 
television appearance by alleged Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army “ soldiers” 
Joseph Remiro and Russell Little could 
hurt their chances for a fair trial. 
After learning of the ruling, Hearst 
said, “ I don’t see how any statement 
that might possibly bring about the 
release of our daughter could keep the 
defendants from getting a fair trial.” 
The SLA, which claims it kidnaped 
20-year-old Patricia Hearst Feb. 4, has 
threatened to break off all com­ 
munication with her family unless 
Little, 24, and Remiro, 27, appear on 
national television. 
Hearst, president and editor of the 
San Francisco Examiner, promised 
further comment today on Judge Hall’s 
ruling. 
In turning down the request, Hall 
said, “ If I agreed to this motion I would 
create an atmosphere that would result 


in the possibility of these men not 
receiving a fair trial in any part of this 
state and possibly the nation.”

Nixon takes easier stance 
on relations with Europe 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — President 
Nixon says he believes the United 
States and its European allies will 
“ work out the differences that we have 
in the economic and political fields.” 
Nixon’s tone at his Tuesday night 
news conference was more conciliatory 
than his warning last Friday that 
transAtlantic cooperation “ is not a one­ 
way street.” 
The President said he would continue 
to oppose unilateral U.S. troop cut­ 
backs in Europe, which he had posed as 
a possible threat during his Friday 
appearance in Chicago. 
Speaking at a convention of the 
National Association of Broadcasters, 
Nixon also made an indirect appeal for 
Soviet help in settling tensions in the 
Middle East. 
“ There cannot be permanent peace 
in the Middle East if the Soviet Union is 
against it,” the President said. 
Earlier Tuesday, it was announced in 
Washington that Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger will reopen his 
drive for a military disengagement 
between Israel and Syria March 29 in 
Washington. 
The disengagement talks are to 
resume with Israeli Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan after Kissinger returns 
from a trip to Moscow to discuss 
strategic arms limitation negotiations. 
The American secretary plans to 
deal with the Syrians separately later 
in trying to bridge the “ very wide gap” 
that U.S. officials say divides the 
October war foes on how much cap­ 
tured territory Israel should yield in 
the Golan Heights. 
At the news conference, Nixon said 
the United States will remain Israel’s 


friend but that he believes “ it is much 
better to have the United States as a 
friend of Israel’s neighbors and thereby 
able to influence and perhaps restrain 
their policies.” 
Nixon said he is optimistic the Arab 
oil embargo will not be renewed, even 
though the Arabs said they would 
review June I their decision to lift the 
embargo. 
On the U.S.-European cooperation 
issue, Nixon said he was happy with the 
initial response of French officials to 
his criticism of lack of progress in 
adopting a common set of economic 
and political principles with the United 
States.

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Radiation safeguards 


The problem of nuclear radiation 
is an insistent one that keeps 
cropping up despite a common in­ 
clination to just let well enough alone 
and hope for the best. The problem is 
not going to go away. It will become 
steadily more pressing as nuclear 
energy use grows. 
Nor are nuclear power plants and 
their wastes the only source of this 
difficulty. The Atomic Energy 
Commission and the congressional 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy 
concerned, for example, with 
are 
possible 
radiation 
danger 
at 
abandoned 
uranium 
m ills 
in 
Western states. 
Some of these are remote, not 


likely to cause problems in the 
foreseeable future. Some are in 
developing areas, and thus a 
potential hazard to people. The 
AEC’s assistant general manager 
for environmental research and 
safety, Dr. James L. Liverman, told 
the Joint Committee recently that 
the uranium dump at one site in 
Utah is in one of the Rocky Mountain 
region’s fastest growing residential 
areas. 
At 
the 
same 
hearing 
an 
Environmental Protection Agency 
official testified that cancer and 
adverse genetic effects may be 
caused by exposure to gamma 
radiation. He noted that at the Utah 


site tests in buildings near the dump 
show gamma radiation up to IO 
times 
higher 
than 
normal 
background radiation. 
This testimony suggests the 
wisdom of great care in dealing with 
such mill wastes. The Joint Com­ 
mittee is considering legislation with 
this purpose. The AEC sensibly 
recommends waiting until the 
agency has completed a study of how 
best to eliminate radiation danger at 
such sites. We believe this should be 
done. 
The 
radiation 
problem 
demands a thoroughgoing solution 
which takes all relevant factors into 
consideration.

We are certainly long on talk. 
President Nixon wants us to be self- 
sufficient for energy by the 1980s, but if 
it is left to government to do the job, it 
won’t be done. 
We are in the talk stage at the 
moment, with our policymakers busy 
mounting their steeds and riding off in 
all directions. Some want an oil-tariff 
wall to force the exploitation of more 
costly domestic fuel resources. 
Others advocate an “ oil bank,” to be 
replenished 
from 
time 
to 
time 
whenever the international price dips. 
Another group argues for the quick 
development of mass transit. 
Then there are the subsidy advocates 
who would shell out some HOO billion 
over a 14-year period to support shale 
oil and coal gasification technology. 
The significant thing 
about the 
gabfest is that nobody trusts the 
market to bring about self-sufficiency 
if and when it is needed. We try, vainly, 
to allocate by “ need,” not by letting the 
price mechanism do the job. 
Meanwhile, the West Europeans, who 
have had their fill of government in­ 
terference with the market, have 
decided to let free pricing take over. 
Result: in West Germany the “ crisis” 
has disappeared. In other countires 
Sunday driving is once more permitted. 


EURO PEAN PR IC ES for gasoline 
are, of course, horrendous by older 
American standards — the West 
Germans now pay at a $1.30 a gallon 
rate. But the high cost of importing fuel 
is forcing a better use of native West 
German coal resources. 
An Essen firm is about to construct a 
3,200-megawatt coal-fired power plant 
for the city of Dorsten in the" coaT* 
mining Ruhr that will be the “ most- 
advanced. . . in the world — including 
absence of smoke, soot and sulfurous 
emissions.” 
Wherever economics forces it, the 
movement away from paying the 
Middle East sheiks their price for oil 
gathers quick momentum. South Africa 
boasts the “ only oil-from-coal project 
in the world that is operating 
profitably.” It is Sasol (South African 
Coal, Oil and Gas Corp). 
Sasol has been in the business of 
making natural gas from coal since 


1955. Recently its petroleum production 
has had a spectacular increase, 
reaching a total capacity of 218 million 
gallons a year. The by-products in 
fertilizers, plastics, detergents and 
industrial acids run to $45 million a 
year out of $107 million.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Former 
Gov. James A. Rhodes claims he never 
used his controversial real estate 
broker’s license, but “ I’ll fight all the 
way before I ever give it up.” 
Commerce Director Dennis Shaul, 
who questions the legality of the way 
Rhodes got his license, is just as 
determined to fight all the way to make 
him return it. 
For a year the battle has raged. 
There still is no answer. 
Rhodes has been told the license will 
be revoked if he doesn’t agree to a 
hearing on the issue within the month. 
“ I ’ll go to court,” vowed Rhodes. 
Shaul began the battle when he 
learned that Rhodes received the 
license from his own appointees on the 
Ohio Real Estate Commission four 
days before he left office in 1971. 
Rhodes took an oral examination in 
governor’s office. He said the com­ 
mission and its executive secretary felt 
that giving the governor a written ex­ 
amination with 200 others would have 
been disruptive. 
The former Republican governor 
claims the inquiry into his license 
began only after he announced he 
would be a candidate for office again. 
Rhodes attempted to file Jan. 24, 
1973, but his candidacy initially was 
disallowed on constitutional grounds. 
The Ohio Supreme Court ruled he could 
run and he filed again June 6. 
Shaul, ex-officio member of the Real 
Estate Commission, tried to conduct a 
hearing on the affair March 23, 1973. 
The hearing bogged down when Paul 
Everson of 
Euclid, a 
Republican 
holdover on the commission, refused to 
testify. Shaul threatened him with a 


court order, but Everson didn’t budge. 
The board, now made up entirely of 
appointees of Democratic Gov. John J. 
Gilligan and with a new executive sec­ 
retary, Robert Gippin, has discovered 
some others holding licenses it con­ 
siders to be given in an unusual 
manner. 
Among those is one held by Gerald 
Wedren, acting commerce director 
under Gilligan before Shaul received 
permanent appointment to the post. 
In a letter to Gippin, Wedren said he 
thought his successor was “ attempting 
to publicly embarrass people on 
technicalities which are totally er­ 
roneous.” 
Rhodes adopted much the same 
attitude with some politics thrown in. 
“ I welcome the opportunity to go to 
court and settle this matter,” said 
Rhodes. “ Gov. Gilligan should stop 
hiding behind the political propaganda 
of Dennis Shaul.”

The act provides funding for the 
acquisition of park and recreation 
lands. 
Seiberling said estimates of funds 
needed by the National Park Service to 
acquire lands already authorized by 
Congress ranged from $400 million to $2 
billion.

The Southerland’s lost their youngest 
son, Jeffrey, to lymphatic leukemia 
five years ago. The day before Jef­ 
frey’s death, doctors discovered a rare 
malignancy in the spine of a second 
brother, Michael, now 9. He has ap­ 
parently overcome the disease through 
lengthy treatment. 
Despite the series of tragedies, 
Stephen “ took this all a great deal 
better than his mom and dad,” said the 
boy’s father. 
“ I ’m really not worried,” said 
Stephen, who turns 14 in May. “ It’s 
really an experience you have to put up 
with. I think I can face it. 
“ We’re a strong family,” he added. 
A growth on his leg was discovered 
last week by doctors in Miami. Doctors 
said odds are it is bone cancer, but 
officials confirmation has not yet been 
made by attending 
physicians at 
Cincinnati Children’s Hospital, where 
Stephen was transferred last week. 
One doctor said Tuesday it might be 
one of several cancer forms or an in­ 
fection that could be treated with an­ 
tibiotics. 
If confirmed as bone cancer, the 
doctor said chemotherapy or am­ 
putation would be needed. 
The only other trace of cancer in the 
family was Southerland’s mother, who 
was cured of breast cancer. 
Stephen was always considered the 
healthiest of the three boys, according 
to Mrs. Southerland. “ He never had 
any sickness.” 
When he complained of pain in his leg 
last December, his parents thought he 
pulled a muscle riding a bicycle. 
While the Southerland’s await the 
decision, Stephen fidgets, fighting 
boredom and a “ hard as a rock” bed. 
Stephen said the leg amputation 
performed on Edward Kennedy Jr., son 


WASHINGTON (A P) — President 
Nixon’s words were different, but his 
message to the House Judiciary 
Committee was the same; no more 
White House files until the panel de­ 
fines an impeachable offense. 


During a televised question-and- 
answer session Tuesday night before 
the National Association of Broad­ 
casters convention in Houston, the 
President said: 
“ It is the Constitution that defines 
what the House should have access to 
and the limits of its investigation. Now, 
I ’m suggesting that the House follow 
the Constitution. If they do, I will.” 
What prompted that statement was a 
question in which the President was 
asked if he weren’t seeking to define 
the limits of the impeachment inquiry 
by saying what he would and would not 
give the House committee. 
Nixon replied that the Constitution 
defines grounds for impeachment as 
“ treason, bribery and other high 
crimes and misdemeanors.” 


He then seemed to suggest that the 
House committee should limit its 
requests to material that would bear on 
what are found to be “ high crimes and 
misdemeanors.” 
But a problem is that the House 
committee and the President disagree 
on the definition of impeachable of­ 
fenses. 
At a news conference on Feb. 25, the 
President said, “ The Constitution is 
very precise in defining what is an 
impeachable offense.... A criminal of­ 
fense on the part of the president is the 
requirement for impeachment.” 
The House Judiciary 
Committee 
hasn’t made any final determination of 
what it will regard as an impeachable 
offense. 
But a staff memorandum given 
members of the commitee just four 
days before President Nixon gave his 
definition said that, “ in drawing ar­ 
ticles of impeachment, the House has 


placed little emphasis on criminal 
conduct.... 
“ Much more common are allegations 
that the officer has violated his duties 
or his oath or seriously undermined 
public confidence in his ability to per­ 
form his official functions.” 
Members of the House panel didn’t 
necessarily agree with the staff study. 
Rep. Edward Hutchinson, R-Mich., 
the ranking Republican, said the study 
“ speaks to the committee, it does not 
speak for the committee.” 
The President has portrayed the 
House committee as making broad 
requests for material in an attempt to 
find something that would fit an un­ 
specified definition of an impeachable 
offense. 
For example, last Friday before a 
group of business executives in 
Chicago, Nixon said some people would 
have him give the committee “ a fishing 
license” to go through presidential files 
“ in order to find out whether or not 
there is a possibility that some action 
had been taken which might be and 
might result in an impeachable of­ 
fense.” 
His message then, repeated Tuesday 
night, was that to permit such a broad 
search would irreparably weaken the 
presidency.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Should 
cable-TV operators pay broadcasters 
and others copyright fees for TV shows 
the operators pick off the air? It’s a 
question that’s been kicking around in 
Congress since 1971. 
Its still there today, despite a 
Supreme Court decision this month that 
cable-TV companies don’t have to pay 
such fees for TV shows they import 
from distant cities and provide sub­ 
scribers in their own communities for a 
monthly charge. 
The ruling was viewed in the cable- 
TV industry as a major victory. And 
you’d think the major industry group — 
the National Cable Television Asso­ 
ciation (NCTA) — would be more than 
happy to let the ruling answer the 
copyright question for good. 
But NCTA president David Foster 
says otherwise. On the day the ruling 
came, he allowed himself a brief cheer, 
then insisted his group still wants 
Congress to make cable TV operators 
pay copyright fees, even though it’ll 
cost them hundreds of thousand of

dollars annually. “We have always felt 
that as a m atter of qualifying cable to 
become a first-class member of the 
communications fraternity, we should 
accept this responsibility,” says Fos­ 
ter, whose group represents 1,300 of 
the nation’s 3,000 cable TV systems. 
“This has been a difficult position for 
the cable industry to come to,” he 
noted. “There are still many cable 
operators who don’t feel they should 
pay copyright fees.” 
However, he added, “quite candidly, 
a whole lot of our regulatory problems, 
I think, will either go away or be min­ 
imized once we’ve got the copyright 
issue behind us.” 
In 1971, the National Association of 
Broadcasters, NCTA and copyright 
owners came to an agreement — 
sponsored by the White House Office of 
Telecom m unications Policy — to 
jointly support legislation that would, 
among other things, make cable-TV 
liable for copyright fees. 
“We still feel that’s the way to do it,”

represents 531 commercial TV stations, 
was skeptical about how hard Foster’s 
association would press Congress for 
copyright legislation in the wake of the 
Supreme Court ruling. 
But he conceded the NAB’s pursuit of 
the legislation wouldn’t be all that 
vigorous, either, because “this would 
not be our top-priority legislation.” The 
big push, he said, is for pending 
legislation to increase the number of 
years a broadcast license can be held.

declarer’s 
trump 


margin over the defenders was 
only seven to six. 
He won the queen of clubs 
lead with the ace and played a 
diamond to the queen. West took 
the king and led another club, 
the eight forcing the king, which 
declarer ruffed. 
South ruffed a diamond in 
dummy and cashed the A-K-Q of 
trumps, leaving West with the 
one and only remaining trump, 
the ten. But West found himself 
powerless—despite his ap­ 
p a r e n t l y 
c o m m a n d in g 
position—when 
declarer 
proceeded to run his diamonds. 
West ruffed the fifth round of 
diamonds, but then had to lead a 
spade to declarer’s king and so 
hand South his tenth trick. 
At the second table, South got 
to three notrump and went down 
one when he encountered 
superb defense. West led the 
four of spades, the unbid suit, 
covered by dummy with the six, 
and East made the fine play of 
the five, declarer winning the 
trick with the ten. 
The non-appearance of the 
deuce or three made it clear to 
West that East’s five was a 
come-on signal, so, when South 
entered dummy with a heart 
and tried a diamond finesse, 
West took the king and played 
the ace and another spade to put 
an end to declarer’s hopes.

How a Doctor Diagnoses a Case 


Many readers have expressed 
wonder how doctors without 
benefit of laboratory reports 
can come to a conclusion about 
a medical problem. 
The art and science of 
medical diagnosis depends on 
special perceptive qualities 
acquired by training. 
The general appearance of a 
patient, the color and texture of 
the skin, the clouding of the 
eyes, a spiritless expression, 
weakness in speech patterns, 
how a patient walks, are all 
meaningful in the preliminary 
pursuit of a diagnosis. 


The color of the fingernail 
beds, the moisture of the mouth 
can be signficant, too. 
The stethoscope reveals the 
regularity of the heart, the 
presence or absence of mur­ 
murs, and the clear breath 
sounds of the normal lungs. 
These and similar findings 
make up the clinical judgment 
that is so often referred to in 
these columns. A physician 
comes to a tentative conclusion 
and then proceeds to verify it. 
There are some general 
classifications of diseases that 
categorize most illnesses. 
Infections caused by bacteria, 
viruses, and molds are always 
considered. Allergy to food, 
drugs, inhalants and con- 


tactants is a major cause of 
many body disorders. 
Tumors are carefully in­ 
spected and suspicious ones 
that suggest cancer are further 
investigated. 
Injuries, of course, are 
readdv recognized. 
Degenerative changes due to 
advancing age, with narrowing 
of the blood vessels and 
weakening of the muscles and 
joints, are of special diagnostic 
importance in the doctor’s 
office. 
Nutritional 
disturbances, 
vitamin deficiencies give tell­ 
tale evidence, even on first 
examination. 
The 
modern 
physician’s 
sensitivity to emotional factors 
plays an important part in his 
total evaluation of the patient. 
It is firmly established that 
the emotions are vitally in­ 
volved in every phase of the 
body, in health and disease. 
In this frenetic, highly geared 
civilization it is virtually im­ 
possible to practice medicine 
without a constant awareness of 
the close interplay between the 
emotions and all physical 
illness. 
The practice of medicine is, 
indeed, an artistic endeavor. In 
this age of specialization, the 
family physician is still the 
bulwark of the nation’s health.

CINCINNATI. Ohio (AP) —• “ If we 
can just keep Stephen, we want nothing 
else/' said Miami, Fla., policeman 
Raymond Southerland, who fears his 
third son has been stricken with a 
deadly form of cancer. 
The agonizing wait continued today 
for Southerland and his wife, Sara. 
Word is expected soon whether 
Stephen. 13, must lose his left leg. 
If it is bone cancer, as doctors fear, 
the boy is given a 30 per cent chance of 
survival. 
“ You 
have 
to 
hope,” 
Mrs. 
Southerland said Tuesday while at the 
bedside of her oldest son. 
The Southerland’s lost their youngest 
son, Jeffrey, to lymphatic leukemia 
five years ago. The day before Jef­ 
frey’s death, doctors discovered a rare 
malignancy in the spine of a second 
brother, Michael, now 9. He has ap­ 
parently overcome the disease through 
lengthy treatment. 
Despite the series of tragedies, 
Stephen "took this all a great deal 
better than his mom and dad,” said the 
boy’s father. 
“ I’m really not w orried,’’ said 
Stephen, who turns 14 in May. “ It’s 
really an experience you have to put up 
with. I think I can face it. 
“We’re a strong family,” he added. 
A growth on his leg was discovered 
last week by doctors in Miami. Doctors 
said odds are it is bone cancer, but 
officials confirmation has not yet been 
made 
by 
attending 
physicians 
at 
Cincinnati Children’s Hospital, where 
Stephen was transferred last week. 
One doctor said Tuesday it might be 
one of several cancer forms or an in­ 
fection that could be treated with an­ 
tibiotics. 
If confirmed as bone cancer, the 
doctor said chemotherapy or 
am ­ 
putation would be needed. 
The only other trace of cancer in the 
family was Southerland’s mother, who 
was cured of breast cancer. 
Stephen was always considered the 
healthiest of the three boys, according 
to Mrs. Southerland. “He never had 
any sickness.” 
When he complained of pain in his leg 
last December, his parents thought he 
pulled a muscle riding a bicycle. 
While the Southerland’s await the 
decision, Stephen fidgets, fighting 
boredom and a “hard as a rock" bed. 
Stephen said the leg amputation 
performed on Edward Kennedy Jr., son 


of U.S. Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass., “gives me more hope that I can 
make it and makes me feel ifs not 
really that big a thing.” 
Nixon-panel dispute 
to continue 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon’s words were different, but his 
m essage to the House Judiciary 
Committee was the same: no more 
White House files until the panel de­ 
fines an impeachable offense. 
During a televised 
question-and- 
answer session Tuesday night before 
the National Association of Broad­ 
casters convention in Houston, the 
President said: 
“ It is the Constitution that defines 
what the House should have access to 
and the limits of its investigation. Now, 
I’m suggesting that the House follow 
the Constitution. If they do, I will.” 
What prompted that statement was a 
question in which the President was 
asked if he weren’t seeking to define 
the limits of the impeachment inquiry 
by saying what he would and would not 
give the House committee. 
Nixon replied that the Constitution 
defines grounds for impeachment as 
“treason, bribery 
and other 
high 
crimes and misdemeanors.” 


He then seemed to suggest that the 
House committee should limit 
its 
requests to material that would bear on 
what are found to be “high crimes and 
misdemeanors.” 
But a problem is that the House 
committee and the President disagree 
on the definition of impeachable of­ 
fenses. 
At a news conference on Feb. 25, the 
President said, “The Constitution is 
very precise in defining what is an 
impeachable offense.... A criminal of­ 
fense on the part of the president is the 
requirement for impeachment.” 
The House Judiciary 
Committee 
hasn’t made any final determination of 
what it will regard as an impeachable 
offense. 
But a staff memorandum given 
members of the commitee just four 
days before President Nixon gave his 
definition said that, “in drawing ar­ 
ticles of impeachment, the House has 


placed little emphasis on criminal 
conduct.... 
“ Much more common are allegations 
that the officer has violated his duties 
or his oath or seriously undermined 
public confidence in his ability to per­ 
form his official functions.” 
Members of the House panel didn’t 
necessarily agree with the staff study. 
Rep. Edward Hutchinson, R-Mich., 
the ranking Republican, said the study 
“speaks to the committee, it does not 
speak for the committee.” 
The President has portrayed the 
House committee as making broad 
requests for material in an attempt to 
find something that would fit an un­ 
specified definition of an impeachable 
offense. 
For example, last Friday before a 
group of business executives in 
Chicago, Nixon said some people would 
have him give the committee "a fishing 
license” to go through presidential files 
“in order to find out whether or not 
there is a possibility that some action 
had been taken which might be and 
might result in an impeachable of­ 
fense.” 
His message then, repeated Tuesday 
night, was that to permit such a broad 
search would irreparably weaken the 
presidency.

Bill to abolish mayor's courts postponed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
House Judiciary Com m ittee has 
postponed until next week a vote on a 
big bill that creates more than three 
dozen new judgeships and abolishes 
m ayors’ courts in Ohio, 
Chairman Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 
Toledo, switched signals Tuesday night 
when the vote had been planned, saying 
the committee may want to hear ad­ 
ditional testimony. 
The abolition of m ayors’ courts has 
been proposed at least the last four 
legislative sessions, but unable to 
muster the necessary support in the 
face 
of 
political 
pressure 
on 
lawmakers. 
Wilkowski and others wanting to do 
away with the so-called “s{>eed traps” 
revived their efforts after the U.S. 


The measure, as written, would ban 
all advertising that suggested more use 
of electricity and other energy sources. 
Dargusch said that to put such a 
restriction into the law would be wrong, 
since “it would be interfering with free­ 
dom of speech.” He indicated his 
organization had no objection for a 
state energy board to have the power to 
impose such a restriction if a real crisis 
did arise. 
In other developments, the House 
Environment and Natural Resources 
Committee finished hearing testimony 
on an embattled proposal to require a 
five-cent deposit on beverage con­ 
tainers. Manufacturers and big labor in 
Ohio both oppose the measure on 
grounds it would cost jobs and other­ 
wise have an adverse effect on the 
state’s economy.

META IS, who distributed samples 
and replicas to further illustrate his 
talk, pointed out that diamond mining 
first started about 600 B.C., mostly in 
India. He said that 98 per cent of 
today’s diamonds are mined in South 
Africa, but there 
are 
also some 
diamond mines in Russia now. 
Around 1865, a Dutch geologist ac­ 
tually started the diamond mining 
by accident in South Africa. He was 
visiting a South African family when 
their son discovered an 83-karat gem. 
He sold the stone, worth about $57,000, 
to the Dutchman for some livestock, 
according to Metais. The gem was later 
cut, increasing the worth to $4 million. 
The well-versed jeweler explained 
the mining process to club members 
and said 250 tons of ore are required to 
be processed to get one karat of 
diamond today. 
He also explained diamond cutting 
processes and said that it is one of the 
most demanding professions today. He 
said cutting mistakes will appear in 
loss of brilliancy and loss of value. 
Metais was born in Limoges, France, 
but spent most of his early life in Paris 
where he learned watchmaking and the 
jewelry business from his family which

declarer’s 
trump 


margin over the defenders was 
only seven to six. 
He won the queen of clubs 
lead with the ace and played a 
diamond to the queen. West took 
the king and led another club, 
the eight forcing the king, which 
declarer ruffed. 
South ruffed a diamond in 
dummy and cashed the A-K-Q of 
trumps, leaving West with the 
one and only remaining trump, 
the ten. But West found himself 
powerless—despite his ap­ 
p a r e n tly 
com m anding 
position—when 
declarer 
proceeded to run his diamonds. 
West ruffed the fifth round of 
diamonds, but then had to lead a 
spade to declarer’s king and so 
hand South his tenth trick. 
At the second table, South got 
to three notrump and went down 
one when he encountered 
superb defense. West led the 
four of spades, the unbid suit, 
covered by dummy with the six, 
and East made the fine play of 
the five, declarer winning the 
trick with the ten. 
The non-appearance of the 
deuce or three made it clear to 
West that East’s five was a 
come-on signal, so, when South 
entered dummy with a heart 
and tried a diamond finesse, 
West took the king and played 
the ace and another spade to put 
an end to declarer’s hopes.

How a Doctor Diagnoses a Case 


Many readers have expressed 
wonder how doctors without 
benefit of laboratory reports 
can come to a conclusion about 
a medical problem. 
The a rt and science of 
medical diagnosis depends on 
special perceptive qualities 
acquired by training. 
The general appearance of a 
patient, the color and texture of 
the skin, the clouding of the 
eyes, a spiritless expression, 
weakness in speech patterns, 
how a patient walks, are ail 
meaningful in the preliminary 
pursuit of a diagnosis. 


The color of the fingernail 
beds, the moisture of the mouth 
can be signficant , too. 
The stethoscope reveals the 
regularity of the heart, the 
presence or absence of mur­ 
murs, and the clear breath 
sounds of the normal lungs. 
These and similar findings 
make up the clinical judgment 
that is so often referred to in 
these columns. A physician 
comes to a tentative conclusion 
and then proceeds to verify it. 
There are some general 
classifications of diseases that 
categorize most illnesses. 
Infections caused by bacteria, 
viruses, and molds are always 
considered. Allergy to food, 
drugs, inhalants and con- 


tactants is a major cause of 
many body disorders. 
Tumors are carefully in­ 
spected and suspicious ones 
that suggest cancer are further 
investigated. 
Injuries, of course, 
are 
readd'- recognized. 
Degenerative changes due to 
advancing age, with narrowing 
of the blood vessels and 
weakening of the muscles and 
joints, are of special diagnostic 
im portance in the doctor’s 
office. 
Nutritional 
disturbances, 
vitamin deficiencies give tell­ 
tale evidence, even on first 
examination. 
The 
modern 
physician’s 
sensitivity to emotional factors 
plays an important part in his 
total evaluation of the patient. 
It is firmly established that 
the emotions are vitally in­ 
volved in every phase of the 
body, in health and disease. 
In this frenetic, highly geared 
civilization it is virtually im­ 
possible to practice medicine 
without a constant awareness of 
the close interplay between the 
emotions and all physical 
illness. 
The practice of medicine is, 
indeed, an artistic endeavor. In 
this age of specialization, the 
family physician is still the 
bulwark of the nation’s health.

Nixon, opening a news conference 
w ith the N ational A ssociation of 
B ro ad c asters in H ouston T uesday 
night, said, “We still have an an­ 
ticipated shortage of perhaps 5 to 8 per 
cent in the United States.”

“Gasoline is going to cost m ore and so 
is heating oil.” 
A shortage such as that mentioned by 
Nixon m eans Americans would have 
about the sam e gasoline supply as 
during the first week of M arch, when 
long lines at gasoline stations seemed 
to vanish suddenly. A 5 to 8 per cent 
shortage 
would 
be 
a 
great 
im ­ 
provement over the 14 to 20 per cent 
shortages of February, when motorists 
waited in line for hours. 
The return of Arab oil, Nixon said, 
would not close the gap completely, 
although he said it would rule out 
rationing and m ean the end of the 
Sunday ban on gasoline sales. 
“ ... It will be necessary to continue 
our voluntary program of car-pooling 
and also of slower driving,” Nixon said 
of the anticipated shortage. 
Simon had explained earlier in the 
day that as the higherpriced Arab oil 
returns to the U.S. m arket, it will raise 
the average U.S. cost of oil, creating 
increases in fuel prices to the con­ 
sum er. 
Neither Simon nor Nixon estim ated 
the extent of the price im pact but 
Simon’s deputy, John C. Sawhill, has 
guessed the price of gasoline could hit 
70 to 80 cents per gallon at the pump 
this sum m er. 
Energy officials hope these high 
prices will at least take the sting out of 
the rem aining shortage by causing 
m otorists to voluntarily reduce their 
gasoline use. 
Simon and Nixon also said that 
energy problems, in general, would not 
disappear with the shipm ents of Arab 
oil. 
The m andatory federal petroleum 
allocation program would continue, but 
industry and agriculture would be able 
to operate “at full capacity,” Nixon 
said.

Buckley called for President Nixon’s 
resignation shows that 39 Senators sup­ 
port Nixon’s stand against quitting 
while 17 now favor his resignation. 
Nixon Tuesday night reaffirm ed his 
determ ination to stay in office, despite 
the surprise declaration by Buckley, 
one of Nixon’s allies in the Senate.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Ways and Means Committee has voted. 
to impose a relatively light new tax bite 
on the petroleum industry for the 
im mediate future. 
The tax-writing panel, climaxing a 
m arath o n m eeting T uesday night, 
tentatively agreed to impose a new 
windfall profits levy. But the proposal 
would raise virtually no additional 
revenue from American oilmen who 
would be exempt from the provision if 
they pump their energy crisis-gener­ 
ated profits back into the hunt for new 
energy sources. 
The com m ittee also gave tem porary 
approval to a partial phase-out of the 
petroleum in d u stry ’s 22 per cent 
depletion allowance. The allowance is 
worth about $2 billion annually to 
petroleum companies. 
This phase-out plan is expected to 
bring in about $150 million next year, 
when it would take effect. However, by 
1981, if fully effective, it could raise 
some $2.8 billion. 
Under the current allowance, 22 per 
cent of gross income from oil and 
natural gas property can be deducted 
from taxable income up to a top of 50 
per cent of taxable net income. 
The com m ittee also te n tativ ely 
agreed to several changes in the tax

Rebozo, P resid en t N ixon’s closest 
friend, was interrogated under oath by 
the Senate W atergate com m ittee today 
about a campaign contribution from 
Howard Hughes. 
Rebozo, a banker, arrived for an 
executive session in response to a 
subpoena. 
Rebozo is a leading character in a 
story of top-level campaign finance 
that began with a $100,000 payment 
from billionaire Howard Hughes. 
The story includes allegations that 
one consideration may have been the 
favorable resolution of federal an­ 
titrust action aimed at Hughes’ Las 
Vegas gambling and hotel interests. 
Its most recent chapter was the 
dumping of $100,000 in old $100 bills on a 
com m ittee table by a Hughes em- 
m issary. 
Sources have said the com m ittee has 
learned that the idea of a Hughes 
contribution first arose during the 1968 
presidential campaign at a luncheon 
conversation between Nixon, Rebozo 
and Richard Danner, later to become 
m anager of the Hughes-owned Frontier 
Hotel in Las Vegas.

In Miranda 
court ruling 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
adm inistration is urging the Supreme 
Court to perm it use of some evidence 
gathered from suspects who have not 
been fully advised of their rights. 
The issue, to be argued before the 
justices today, involves a facet of the 
court’s controversial 
1966 
Miranda 
decision requiring police to inform 
suspects of their right to rem ain silent 
and their right to a lawyer, without cost 
if necessary. 
If the full warning is not given, no 
statem ents m ade by a suspect may be 
used at his trial. 
But if police are led to evidence by 
those statem ents, it should be used, the 
adm inistration has argued in a friend- 
of-the-cOurt brief subm itted by U.S. 
Solicitor General Robert H. Bork. 
Today’s argum ent comes in a case 
from Michigan in which the state is 
trying to preserve the 1966 rape con­ 
viction of Thomas W. Tucker. 
When arrested, Tucker was advised 
of his rights to silence and counsel but 
not of the availability of free legal help. 
Tucker denied the rape, saying that 
he was with an acquaintance at the 
time it occurred. The acquaintance not 
only failed to support the alibi but of­ 
fered damaging testimony for the 
prosecution. 
Lower federal courts voided Tucker’s 
conviction. Police found their witness 
only through Tucker’s statem ent and 
therefore the testimony should 
be 
excluded, the courts ruled. 
Bork’s brief argued that neither the 
Constitution’s protection against self­ 
incrimination nor the need to guard 
against “ third degree” interrogations 
by police require such a stringent rule 
of exclusion. 
Instead, Bork urged adoption of an 
“interm ediate rule” that would ban use 
of statem ents made by those not fully 
advised of their rights while allowing 
prosecutors to use otherwise legitimate 
evidence 
stem m ing 
from 
those 
statem ents.

Tuesday by a single vote. “There was 
one absentee, and h e’s going to vote for 
it,” Galbraith said. 
The Lucas County law m aker’s bill 
would outlaw the m anufacture and sale 
of cheap handguns defined in the 
legislation as those which warp or melt 
at 800 degrees Fahrenheit. Expert 
testimony given the House Judiciary 
Committee said the definition would 
cover most easily obtainable weapons 
that sell for about $20 or $25. 
G albraith’s bill is seen as a com­ 
prom ise between those who tried un­ 
successfully to get an outright ban of 
pistols placed on a statewide ballot 
along with sportsm en and others con­ 
cerned about their rights.

Stevenson 
big winner 
in primary 


CHICAGO (AP) - Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson has won nomination to 
another term and Gov. Daniel Walker 
claim s victory in an intraparty 
squabble with Mayor Richard J. Daley. 
Five incumbent congressmen who 
faced primary challenges in Tuesday’s 
voting won renomination. 
Stevenson, a Democrat who was 
elected in 1970 to fill the unexpired term 
of the late Republican Everett M. 
Dirksen, piled up a 4-to-l margin in de­ 
feating W. Dakin Williams, a brother of 
playwright Tennessee Williams. 
With 8,595 of 11,312 precincts counted, 
Stevenson had 658,302 votes to 143,760 
for Williams. 
George B urditt, a law yer and 
businessman, captured the Republican 
nomination easily and will challenge 
Stevenson in November. 
Burditt defeated Lar Daly, a Chicago 
furniture upholsterer and perennial 
candidate who has been unsuccessful in 
42 tries for public office, ranging from 
the presidency down. 
With 8,579 precincts counted, Burditt 
had 271,848 votes to 52,767 for Daly. 
Only a third of the state’s more than 
five million registered voters turned 
out Tuesday — about normal for an off- 
year primary. 
There was no solid evidence that 
Watergate or political corruption at the 
local level caused voter apathy, but the 
Democrats appeared to take more 
interest than Republicans. 
There were several state legislative 
races billed as skirmishes in the 
reported battle between Walker and 
Daley for control of the Democratic 
party in the state legislature. 
Walker told newsmen, “I count it as a 
victory. A majority of the people I 
endorsed won.” 
Many Daley candidates also won, but 
the mayor delivered his usual election 
night unity message. 
‘‘We didn’t teach anyone a lesson. 
The primary is the time to differ. Now 
we are all Democrats.”

Judge nixes television talk 
by inmates in Hearst kidnap 


MARTINEZ, Calif. (AP) — Randolph 
A. Hearst says he’s disappointed that 
two accused murderers have been 
denied permission to read for television 
a statement they claim could help free 
his kidnaped daughter. 
Contra Costa County Superior Court 
Judge Sam Hall ruled Tuesday that a 
television appearance by alleged Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army “soldiers” 
Joseph Remiro and Russell Little could 
hurt their chances for a fair trial. 
After learning of the ruling, Hearst 
said, “ I don’t see how any statement 
that might possibly bring about the 
release of our daughter could keep the 
defendants from getting a fair trial.” 
The SLA, which claims it kidnaped 
20-year-old Patricia Hearst Feb. 4, has 
threatened to break off all com­ 
munication with her family unless 
Little, 24, and Remiro, 27, appear on 
national television. 
Hearst, president and editor of the 
San Francisco Examiner, promised 
further comment today on Judge Hall’s 
ruling. 
In turning down the request, Hall 
said, “ If I agreed to this motion I would 
create an atmosphere that would result 


in the possibility of these men not 
receiving a fair trial in any part of this 
state and possibly the nation.”

Nixon takes easier stance 
on relations with Europe 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - President 
Nixon says he believes the United 
States and its European allies will 
“work out the differences that we have 
in the economic and political fields.” 
Nixon’s tone at his Tuesday night 
news conference was more conciliatory 
than his warning last Friday that 
transAtlantic cooperation “is not a one­ 
way street.” 
The President said he would continue 
to oppose unilateral U.S. troop cut­ 
backs in Europe, which he had posed as 
a possible threat during his Friday 
appearance in Chicago. 
Speaking at a convention of the 
National Association of Broadcasters, 
Nixon also made an indirect appeal for 
Soviet help in settling tensions in the 
Middle East. 
“There cannot be permanent peace 
in the Middle East if the Soviet Union is 
against it,” the President said. 
Earlier Tuesday, it was announced in 
Washington that Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger will reopen his 
drive for a military disengagement 
between Israel and Syria March 29 in 
Washington. 
The disengagement talks are to 
resume with Israeli Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan after Kissinger returns 
from a trip to Moscow to discuss 
strategic arm s limitation negotiations. 
The American secretary plans to 
deal with the Syrians separately later 
in trying to bridge the “very wide gap” 
that U.S. officials say divides the 
October war foes on how much cap­ 
tured territory Israel should yield in 
the Golan Heights. 
At the news conference. Nixon said 
the United States will remain Israel’s 
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friend but that he believes “it is much 
better to have the United States as a 
friend of Israel’s neighbors and thereby 
able to influence and perhaps restrain 
their policies.” 
Nixon said he is optimistic the Arab 
oil embargo will not be renewed, even 
though the Arabs said they would 
review June I their decision to lift the 
embargo. 
On the U.S.-European cooperation 
issue, Nixon said he was happy with the 
initial response of French officials to 
his criticism of lack of progress in 
adopting a common set of economic 
and political principles with the United 
States.

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — Declaring 
he has a right to self-defense, President 
Nixon has told newsmen he will be just 
as fair with them as they are with him. 
In a question-and-answer session at 
the National Association of Broad­ 
casters convention 
Tuesday night, 
Nixon sparred with reporters and 
aimed barbed comments at the media 
— and drew applause from his au­ 
dience. 
One of those he exchanged quips with 
was CBS White House correspondent 
Dan Rather, who drew a mixture of ap­ 
plause and boos when he stepped to a 
microphone to ask a question. 
“Are you running for something?” 
Nixon asked Rather. 
“No sir, Mr. President,” Rather 
replied. “Are you?” 
Rather has had verbal exchanges 
with Nixon in the past. 
Earlier, Nixon used a question from 
another newsman to take a jab at the 
networks. He was asked why polls 
showed a m ajority of Americans 
believed there was a recession, when 
Nixon has declared there will be no 
recession. 
The President replied: “Because 80 
per cent of the people listen to 
television and radio.” 
Nixon called the news conference “a 
very useful medium through which the 
president can convey his views to the 
American people.” And he said he 
would be having 
“a considerable 
number of meetings with the press” in 
Washington and elsewhere in 
the 
future. 
White House aides were delighted 
with the prim e tim e nationally 
televised and broadcast session from a 
Houston opera house. 
“It went well,” said one adviser. “We 
thought the questions covered a wide 
range of subjects, and the responses 
were good.”

Another View 


Radiation safeguards 


The problem of nuclear radiation 
is an insistent one that keeps 
cropping up despite a common in­ 
clination to just let well enough alone 
and hope for the best. The problem is 
not going to go away. It will become 
steadily more pressing as nuclear 
energy use grows. 
Nor are nuclear power plants and 
their wastes the only source of this 
difficulty. The Atomic Energy 
Commission and the congressional 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy 
are concerned, for example, with 
possible 
radiation 
danger 
at 
abandoned 
uranium 
m ills 
in 
Western states. 
Some of these are remote, not 


likely to cause problems in the 
foreseeable future. Some are in 
developing areas, and thus a 
potential hazard to people. The 
AEC’s assistant general manager 
for environmental research and 
safety, Dr. James L. Liverman, told 
the Joint Committee recently that 
the uranium dump at one site in 
Utah is in one of the Rocky Mountain 
region’s fastest growing residential 
areas. 
At 
the 
same 
hearing 
an 
Environmental Protection Agency 
official testified that cancer and 
adverse genetic effects may be 
caused by exposure to gamma 
radiation. He noted that at the Utah 


site tests in buildings near the dump 
show gamma radiation up to IO 
times 
higher 
than 
normal 
background radiation. 
This testimony suggests the 
wisdom of great care in dealing with 
such mill wastes. The Joint Com­ 
mittee is considering legislation with 
this purpose. The AEC sensibly 
recommends waiting until the 
agency has completed a study of how 
best to eliminate radiation danger at 
such sites. We believe this should be 
done. 
The

demands a thoroughgoing solution 
which takes all relevant factors into 
consideration. 


THESE DAYS. . .by John Chamberlain 
Saving energy from the gabfest 


We are certainly long on talk. 
President Nixon wants us to be self- 
sufficient for energy by the 1980s, but if 
it is left to government to do the job, it 
won’t be done. 
We are in the talk stage at the 
moment, with our policymakers busy 
mounting their steeds and riding off in 
all directions. Some want an oil-tariff 
wall to force the exploitation of more 
costly domestic fuel resources. 
Others advocate an “ oil bank,” to be 
replenished from time to time 
whenever the international price dips. 
Another group argues for the quick 
development of mass transit. 
Then there are the subsidy advocates 
who would shell out some $100 billion 
over a 14-year period to support shale 
oil and coal gasification technology. 
The significant thing about the 
gabfest is that nobody trusts the 
market to bring about self-sufficiency 
if and when it is needed. We try, vainly, 
to allocate by “ need,” not by letting the 
price mechanism do the job. 
Meanwhile, the West Europeans, who 
have had their fill of government in­ 
terference with the market, have 
decided to let free pricing take over. 
Result: in West Germany the “ crisis” 
has disappeared. In other countires 
Sunday driving is once more permitted. 


EUROPEAN PRIC ES for gasoline 
are, of course, horrendous by older 
American standards — the West 
Germans now pay at a $1.30 a gallon 
rate. But the high cost of importing fuel 
is forcing a better use of native West 
German coal resources. 
An Essen firm is about tp construct a 
3,200-megawatt coal-fired power plant 
for the city of Dorsten in the coaf-*" 
mining Ruhr that will be the “ most- 
advanced. . . in the world — including 
absence of smoke, soot and sulfurous 
emissions.” 
Wherever economics forces it, the 
movement away from paying the 
Middle East sheiks their price for oil 
gathers quick momentum. South Africa 
boasts the “only oil-from-coal project 
in the world that is operating 
profitably.” It is Sasol (South African 
Coal, Oil and Gas Corp). 
Sasol has been in the business of 
making natural gas from coal since 
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1955. Recently its petroleum production 
has had a spectacular increase, 
reaching a total capacity of 218 million 
gallons a year. The by-products in 
fertilizers, plastics, detergents and 
industrial acids run to $45 million a 
year out of $107 million. 
What should be significant to 
Washington is that two large American 
gas companies have made Sasol their 
main consultant in designing and 
building plants for the production of 
coal-derived gas in the U.S. 
AMERICAN A IRLIN ES complain 
that the high cost of aviation fuel is 
menacing their profits. In Europe they 
complain 
less 
and 
act 
more. 
Accustomed to high prices for jet fuel, 
the Airbus Industrie of Toulouse, 
France, a consortium of French, 
British, Dutch, West German and 
Spanish interests, is building a short-to­ 
rn edi urn wide-bodied plane that, if it 
were to be purchased by a typical U.S. 
Trunk carrier, would save up to 27 per 
cent on current fuel costs. 
The comparative fuel study figure is 
based on substituting 42 European 
Airbus A300s for 40 American 727s and 
40 narrow-bodied four-engine jets. 
Use of the Airbus would enable U.S. 
companies to take 38 planes from the 
skies without cutting back on an 
available seat-mile capacity of 88 
million per day. General Electric, 
which makes the fanjet engines for the 


European Airbus, gets a portion of the 
profits from the sales. 
Walter J. Levy, who, as dean of U.S. 
petroleum consultants headed the 
petroleum operations of the Marshall 
Plan, knows the value of action as 
compared to “central planning” talk. 
His action plan for energy self- 
sufficiency would involve Washington 
in a minimum of direct work. 
One: he would start a “ regularized 
and expedited” leasing program for the 
outer Continental Shelf. 
Two: he would tear up the red tape 
that slows construction of the Alaska 
pipeline. 
Three: he would decontrol natural 
gas prices at the wellhead. 
Four: he would give specific tax 
credits for new oil exploration and for 
secondary and tertiary recovery. 
Five: he would provide investment 
credits, accelerated amortization, and 
a guaranteed profit margin for the 
production of synthetic oil and gas. 
Six: he would cut out the “ gim­ 
mickry” on oil imports. 
And, finally, he would free our 
nuclear energy program from the 
years of argument that keeps it from 
going ahead woth plants that have had 
a proven safety record for 20 years. 
There is no mystery about combating 
shortages. The “ market” can solve 
anything if private incintive is allowed 
to take over.

Modified school 
plan turned down 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - The 
Cincinnati Federation of Teachers 
(CFT), 
to the surprise 
of their 
president, Tuesday night unanimously 
rejected a modified school board plan 
for integrating the city’s teaching 
staffs. 
CFT President Roger Stephens in­ 
dicated prior to the 50-member turnout 
that he was confident that changes an­ 
nounced by the school board Monday 
would be acceptable to his group. 


After the meeting he said the CFT 
would 
push 
for 
integration 
by 
redistricting the city’s 105 public 
schools. 
Stephens said a threatened lawsuit 
would be withheld, but his group had 
another plan “ to get the message 
across.” 
He said a teachers action committee 
will be formed to work with a number 
of organizations including the AFL- 
CIO, with which CFT has strong ties. 
CFT members charged the board 
with stalling for time in its battle over 
integration. 
The board Monday relented to 
mounting pressure from teachers, civic 
groups and civil rights leaders and 
relaxed a 75-25 white-to-black faculty 
racial balance policy.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Former 
Gov. James A. Rhodes claims he never 
used his controversial real estate 
broker’s license, but “ I’ll fight all the 
way before I ever give it up.” 
Commerce Director Dennis Shaul, 
who questions the legality of the way 
Rhodes got his license, is just as 
determined to fight all the way to make 
him return it. 
For a year the battle has raged. 
There still is no answer. 
Rhodes has been told the license will 
be revoked if he doesn’t agree to a 
hearing on the issue within the month. 
“ I’ll go to court,” vowed Rhodes. 
Shaul began the battle when he 
learned that Rhodes received the 
license from his own appointees on the 
Ohio Real Estate Commission four 
days before he left office in 1971. 
Rhodes took an oral examination in 
governor’s office. He said the com­ 
mission and its executive secretary felt 
that giving the governor a written ex­ 
amination with 200 others would have 
been disruptive. 
The former Republican governor 
claims the inquiry into his license 
began only after he announced he 
would be a candidate for office again. 
Rhodes attempted to file Jan. 24, 
1973, but his candidacy initially was 
disallowed on constitutional grounds. 
The Ohio Supreme Court ruled he could 
run and he filed again June 6. 
Shaul, ex-officio member of the Real 
Estate Commission, tried to conduct a 
hearing on the affair March 23, 1973. 
The hearing bogged down when Paul 
Everson of Euclid, a Republican 
holdover on the commission, refused to 
testify. Shaul threatened him with a

WASHINGTON (A P) — Should 
cable-TV operators pay broadcasters 
and others copyright fees for TV shows 
the operators pick off the air? Ifs a 
question that’s been kicking around in 
Congress since 1971. 
It’s still there today, despite a 
Supreme Court decision this month that 
cable-TV companies don’t have to pay 
such fees for TV shows they import 
from distant cities and provide sub­ 
scribers in their own communities for a 
monthly charge. 
The ruling was viewed in the cable- 
TV industry as a major victory. And 
you’d think the major industry group — 
the National Cable Television Asso­ 
ciation (NCTA) — would be more than 
happy to let the ruling answer the 
copyright question for good. 
But NCTA president David Foster 
says otherwise. On the day the ruling 
came, he allowed himself a brief cheer, 
then insisted his group still wants 
Congress to make cable TV operators 
pay copyright fees, even though it’ll 
cost them hundreds of thousand of

dollars annually. “ We have always felt 
that as a matter of qualifying cable to 
become a first-class member of the 
communications fraternity, we should 
accept this responsibility,” says Fos­ 
ter, whose group represents 1,300 of 
the nation’s 3,000 cable TV systems. 
“This has been a difficult position for 
the cable industry to come to,” he 
noted. “ There are still many cable 
operators who don’t feel they should 
pay copyright fees.” 
However, he added, “ quite candidly, 
a whole lot of our regulatory problems, 
I think, will either go away or be min­ 
imized once we’ve got the copyright 
issue behind us.” 
In 1971, the National Association of 
Broadcasters, NCTA and copyright 
owners came to an agreement — 
sponsored by the White House Office of 
Telecommunications Policy — to 
jointly support legislation that would, 
among other things, make cable-TV 
liable for copyright fees. 
“ We still feel that’s the way to do it,”

However, analysts said a number of 
factors make estimates difficult, in­ 
cluding current high prices of grain 
which could reduce the rate of grain 
consumption. 
Prices have soared the past year as 
many countries turned to the United 
States to help replenish graneries 
following reduced harvests in 1972-73. 
“A serious slowdown could possibly 
cut IO million tons off the projected 
consumption level,” the report said. “If 
this happened stocks in major ex- 
porting countries as of June 30, 1975, 
could recover roughly four-fifths of the 
sharp decline which had occurred in 
the preceding two years.” 
The experts said also that larger 
harvests this year in other grain ex­ 
porting countries will mean stiffer 
competition in international trade for 
U.S. farmers. 
Thus, the report said, U.S. farm 
exports will decline in 1974-5. In earlier 
projections, department officials had 
estimated wheat exports, for example, 
will drop to about I billion bushels from 
a record 1.2 billion forecast for the year 
ending June 30.

Bill to abolish mayor's courts postponed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
House Judiciary Committee has 
postponed until next week a vote on a 
big bill that creates more than three 
dozen new judgeships and abolishes 
mayors’ courts in Ohio. 
Chairman Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 
Toledo, switched signals Tuesday night 
when the vote had been planned, saying 
the committee may want to hear ad­ 
ditional testimony. 
The abolition of mayors’ courts has 
been proposed at least the last four 
legislative sessions, but unable to 
muster the necessary support in the 
face 
of 
political 
pressure 
on 
lawmakers. 
Wilkowski and others wanting to do 
away with the so-called “speed traps” 
revived their efforts after the U.S. 


Supreme Court took away most of the 
mayors’ courts’ authority. 
As a result of the 1972 ruling, the 
estimated 500 mayors’ courts in Ohio 
have been limited to hearing only those 
cases in which the defendant pleads 
guilty. If he pleads innocent, his case 
has to be transferred to a county court 
or another court of record. 
Wilkowski came up with the idea'of' 
putting the abolition in with the-om­ 
nibus bill creating new judgeships, 
hoping to coax would-be opponents into 
supporting the entire package for other 
reasons. 
The bill proposes to add three judges 
each to state appellate courts in the 
eighth (Cleveland) and first 
(Cin­ 
cinnati) districts. Nineteen common 
pleas judgeships would be created, 


’D iam onds' program topic 


at m eeting o f Lions Club 


An interesting program on diamonds 
was presented to members of the 
Washington C.H. Lions Club following 
their regular dinner meeting Tuesday 
night in the Country Club. 
Andre Metals, owner-operator of the 
C.A. Gossard Co. jewelry store, Court 
and Fayette St., explained to the 80 club 
members attending the history, 
mining, cutting and maiketing of the 
precious gems. 
Also, during the meeting a slate of 
new officers for the April election was 
announced, reports were he&rd on the 
club’s annual variety show and the 
Babe Ruth baseball program and five 
new members were welcomed. 
Metals, who came to Washington 
C.H. in 1952 as a watchmaker and 
jeweler, told Lions that there are no 
mysteries in the diamond world. He 
said most of the mysteries regarding 
the gem are created by the ignorance of 
the consumer and unethical business 
practices of some jewelers. 
He said diamonds, which are 
described by scientists as crystals of 
pure carbon, are formed by intense 
heat and pressure beneath the earth 
and are the hardest substance known 
to mankind. 


METAIS, who distributed samples 
and replicas to further illustrate his 
talk, pointed out that diamond mining 
first started about 600 B.C., mostly in 
India. He said that 98 per cent of 
today’s diamonds are mined in South 
Africa, but there are also some 
diamond mines in Russia now. 
Around 1865, a Dutch geologist ac­ 
tually started the diamond mining 
by accident in South Africa. He was 
visiting a South African family when 
their son discovered an 83-karat gem. 
He sold the stone, worth about $57,000, 
to the Dutchman for some livestock, 
according to Metais. The gem was later 
cut, increasing the worth to $4 million. 
The well-versed jeweler explained 
the mining process to club members 
and said 250 tons of ore are required to 
be processed to get one karat of 
diamond today. 
He also explained diamond cutting 
processes and said that it is one of the 
most demanding professions today. He 
said cutting mistakes will appear in 
loss of brilliancy and loss of value. 
Metais was born in Limoges, France, 
but spent most of his early life in Paris 
where he learned watchmaking and the 
jewelry business from his family which 
had followed the 
trade 
for 
two 
generations. 


Before fielding a variety of questions 
from the audience, Metais said the 
quality of a diamond is determined by 
the karat weight, the color of the 
crystal Doay, tne cut and the gem’s 
clarity, which deals primarily with 
flaws.

Securities and Exchange Commission 
chairman William J. Casey’s name 
appears on eight pages of the criminal 
conspiracy indictment against John N. 
Mitchell and Maurice H. Stans. Only 
the defendants are mentioned more 
often. 
Thus it was as a crucial prosecution 
witness that Casey was expected to 
take the witness stand today at the trial 
of former Atty. Gen. Mitchell and one­ 
time Commerce Secretary Stans. The 
trial is midway in its fifth week. 
The indictment defines Casey as a 
prime target in a conspiracy by Mit­ 
chell and Stans to impede an SEC fraud 
investigation of financier Robert L. 
Vesco, in return for the latter’s secret 
$200,000 contribution to President 
Nixon’s 1972 reelection campaign. 
Casey, whose name also figures in 
perjury counts against both defen­ 
dants, resigned as SEC chairman early 
last year to become undersecretary of 
state for economic affairs. He is now 
president of the Export-Import Bank. 
Two former secretaries of Vesco 
closed out Tuesday’s trial testimony. 
They were Shirley Bailey and Helen 
Force. 
Each testified that she played a part 
in the transfer of the $200,000 con­ 
tribution to a 
Vesco associate, 
Laurence Richardson, who in turn paid 


the money to Stans April IO, 1972. 
The government claims it was this 
information that Vesco, Mitchell and 
Stans sought to conceal from the SEC, 
thus obstructing justice. The two wom­ 
en eventually were subpoenaed to tell 
SEC investigators about the money. 
The prosecution said the device hit 
upon by the defendants was to obtain a 
lawyer for the two women, who would 
tell them Cb take the Fifth Amendment 
before the SEC. 
The late Walter Van Riper, one-time 
attorney general of New Jersey, was 
the attorney selected by a Vesco 
associate, according to the two women. 
They said the first and last time they 
ever say him was the morning of their 
SEC appearance. 
The witnesses said Van Riper asked 
for an adjournment, pleading that he 
needed more tim e to fam iliarize 
himself with the case. When the request 
was denied, he replied that he must 
reluctantly direct the two women to 
take the Fifth Amendment and refuse 
to testify, the witness stand account 
continued. 
The government contends that under 
a smokescreen over adjournment, Mrs. 
Bailey and Mrs. Force were able to 
withhold testimony about the $200,000.

Anderson had an ice pack on his head 
even before Tuesday’s baseball game 
with the New York Mets. He felt worse 
by the time the game was over. 
Tom Seaver and the Mets romped 
past the Reds 7-1 in a rematch of last 
October’s National League playoffs. 
What was to be a grudge match, 
turned into a dull mismatch as the Reds 
absorbed their fourth loss in five 
games. 
And Pete Rose was a noshow. 
The league’s Most Valuable Player 
last season, Rose was a principal in the 
donnybrook which shook Shea Stadium. 
His collision with Mets’ shortstop Bud 
Harrelson triggered mayhem. 
Instead of showing up for the first on­ 
field reunion since then, Rose remained 
at the Reds’ camp for a workout with 
pitcher Don Gullett. 
“I’ll wait until we play ’em at home, 
before the friendly folks,” said Rose. 
Harrelson shrugged off Rose’s ab­ 
sence and, instead, wondered why no 
one had thought of hiring the two rivals 
for a commercial. 
“Somebody missed the boat,” said 
Harrelson. 
His teammate Seaver wasn’t missing 
much however, as the Cy Young Award 
winner of 1973 gave up one run in five 
innings. 
Reds’ starter Roger Nelson opened 
with three* scoreless innings .before 
allowing two runs in the fourth Ikrid one 
in the fifth. 
Anderson’s headache worsened in the 
eighth when the Mets pushed over four 
runs. 
“The Mets always give you a 
headache,” said Tony Perez to 
Anderson.

OAKLAND (AP) — George Johnson 
of the Golden State Warriors had a 
seven-game crash course before his 
test against Kareem Abdul-Jabbar. 
“I had a game plan, and it didn’t 
work,” the Warriors’ young fill-in 
center said Tuesday night after Abdul- 
Jabbar scored 31 points in the Mil­ 
waukee Bucks’ 
111-100 National 
Basketball Association victory over 
Golden State. 
“He’s the best,” added the 6-foot-ll 
Johnson, outclassed for the first time in 
his eight starting assignments since 
regular center Nate Thurmond was 
sidelined by a foot injury. 
The Bucks clinched another Midwest 
Division crown with the victory, while 
the Warriors dropped into a virtual 
first place tie with Los Angeles in the 
tight Pacific Division race. Milwaukee 
is at Los Angeles tonight, Golden State 
at Seattle. 
Elsewhere in the NBA Tuesday night, 
the 
Chicago Bulls whipped the 
Philadelphia 76ers 103-94, the Boston 
Celtics shaded the Houston Rockets 
110-107 and the Cleveland Cavaliers 
beat the Portland Trail Blazers 107-103. 
In the only action in the American 
Basketball Association, the Utah Stars 
clinched first place in the West Division 
by trouncing the Memphis Tams 118- 
103. 
Johnson said his game plan was “to 
run and try to get Kareem tired.” 
Instead, the kingpin of NBA centers 
seemed to have an almost leisurely 
time of it as he tossed in 13 of 20 field 
goal attempts, mostly hook shots, 
grabbed IO rebounds and blocked four 
shots.

By halftime, they led by 
13 and had a 15-point bulge early in the 
second half, before Hawaii began to 
battle back behind Tom Henderson, 
who finished with a career-high 33 
points.

Frank Kend­ 
rick led the Boilermaker scoring attack 
with 22 points. 
Jacksonville found itself in a running 
battle with Maryland-Eastern Shore 
hitting 50 per cent and the Dolphins 
nearly 49 in the first half half which 
ended with the Dolphins ahead 51-50.

There will be platooning, but some of 
the young players earlier asked to be 
traded because they didn’t think there 
would be room for them.

Last year, Yeager and Joe Ferguson 
cam e up from Albuquerque and 
Ferguson won the catching job. His 
first hit was a home run and so was his 
second. He set Dodger records for 
catchers with 25 homers and 88 runs 
batted in. 
Ferguson may play first base this 
season and undoubtedly there will be 
other experiments. Yet the Dodgers 
have another youngster, Bill Buckner, 
ready to go at first. 
Buckner had 158 hits in 1973, ranking 
third on the Dodgers behind Davis’ 171 
and shortstop Bill Russell’s 163. 
Russell and Davey Lopes formed a 
sharp double play combination, and 
Lacy lost the starting job he had won in 
1972. 
Ron Cey has the third base job unless 
he loses it to veteran Ken McMullen in 
spring training. 
Tom Paciorek, who hit .262 in 96 
games last year, could be used at first 
base or in the outfield. 
But the outfield has an overflow of 
talent, including Willie Crawford, a .295 
hitter last season; Wyrin; Tommie 
Agee, acquired from St. Louis; Von 
Joshua, and Manny Mota, a .314 hitter 
in 89 games last year. 
Don Sutton, 18-10, Andy Mes- 
sersmith, 14-10, Tommy John, 16-7, and 
Al Downing, 9-9, are back from the 1973 
starting pitching rotation. 
Doug Rau, who started three games 
in 1973, is a candidate for a starting role 
and the Dodgers have reliever Jim 
Brewer, who has been in one of every 
three Los Angeles victories during the 
past five years. Knuckleballing Charlie 
Hough also will be used in relief. 
Still it’s Marshall who will be counted 
on the most in the bullpen. 
He was 14-11 last year with a 2.66 
earned run average, but he was not 
happy at Montreal, and the Dodgers 
were glad to get him despite having to 
give up an outstanding player in Davis.

Harris, Lorain Clearview^ all-stater in 
football and basketball, was selected 
today as The Associated Press Ohio 
Class A Basketball Player of the Year. 
The 6-foot-7, 200-pound Harris, a 
senior who averaged 29.5 points, 20 
rebounds and six blocked shots, also 
made the All-Ohio first team in football 
as an offensive end. 
The Class A state coaching title went 
to Gary Vaughn of Fostoria St. Wen­ 
d e ll, who lost all of his regulars from a 
17-3 team last year. Despite losing six 
of his first seven players, Vaughn 
molded a 16-2 record this season. 
The selections were based strictly on 
regular season competition and were 
made on recommendations from a 
statewide panel of sports writers and 
broadcasters. 
Harris, sought by nearly all of the 
nation’s major college basketball 
powers, made 60 per cent of his floor 
shots and 76 per cent of his free throws 
this season. 
He was promoted from the second 
team in 1973. 
Starring with Harris on the first unit 
were 6-4 Frank Monterosso of Cin­ 
cinnati St. Bernard and 6-3^ Mike 
Cross of Pitsburg Franklin-Monroe. 
The two high-scoring seniors were 
the only players to make the Class A 
first unit for the second straight 
campaign. Monterosso, who scored 70 


points in one game, averaged 34.7 and 
Cross 27.0. 
Dan Zarlingo, 6-4 Lowellville guard 
with a 25-point average, moved from 
the 1973 third team to the first team this 
season. 
Also named to the first team were 6-7 
Mark Haymore of Cleveland Lutheran 
East, with a 25.9-point average; 6-7 
Tom Kramb of Greenwich South 
Central, 22.9; 6-2 Greg Dulkoski of 
Adena Buckeye West, 28.0, and 6-1 Scott 
Ballinger of Marion Pleasant, 19.1.

Frazier of Morgan State will beat the 
bushes a little later this year in search 
of basketball talent, but he figures the 
delay will prove profitable. 
Now when he goes recruiting, 
Frazier has a couple of new selling 
points to offer prospects. 
The Bears last week won the National 
Collegiate Athletic 
Association’s 
College Division tournament, and 
Tuesday they were voted the nation’s 
No. I small college team in the final 
Associated Press poll. 
Frazier was told of the balloting in 
New York, where he went to watch 
intrastate rival Maryland-Eastern 
Shore play Jacksonville in the quarter­ 
finals of the National Invitation 
Tournament Tuesday night. 
“ Now if they can win the NIT, it 
would really be something,” Frazier 
said in a telephone interview from the 
hotel room of John Bates, coach of 
Maryland-Eastern Shore. “ It’s too bad 
that Lefty lost.” 
He referred to Lefty Driesell, coach 
of the University of Maryland’s fourth- 
ranked major college team, which 
dropped a 103-100 overtime decision to 
No. I North Carolina State in the 
Atlantic Coast Conference title game 
and failed to reach the NCAA playoffs. 
Maryland-Eastern 
Shore, 
a 
predominantly black branch of the 
university, finished first in the National 
Association of Intercollegiate Athletics 
poll, and lost only to Morgan State prior 
to being invited to the NIT. 
Morgan State, led by 7-foot Marvin 
“ The Human Eraser” Webster, posted 
a 28-5 record this season. The Bears 
dropped two 15-point decisions to 
UMES, one in the Mid-Eastern Athletic 
Conference championship game. 
In the final AP poll, Morgan received 
23 first-place votes and finished with 
636 points to easily outdistance run-
